LEGISLATIVE 


OUTLINE OF LEGISLATIVE PROPOSALS 
AFFECTING ARCHITECT LICENSURE 


This report concerns the draft of a 
bill sponsored by Rep. Gary M. Owen which, 
in essence, removes all powers of the 32 
boards which make up the Department of 
Licensing and Regulation and places boards 
functions in the bureaucracy of the Depart- 
ment of Licensing and Regulation. This 
most certainly is not in the public interest. 


At a hearing Nov. 8 on this draft Bernard 

J. DeVries, Chairman and Harold Myer, Citizen 
member of the oard of Registration for 
Architects and Bernard Mayotte representing 
the MSA testified and requested more time to 
reply in depth. 


LEGISLATIVE (Cont. ) 


At a Board of Registration for Architects 
meeting Nov. 15, a detailed reply was made 
to the draft bill and was forwarded to the 
Owens committee per their request. MSA 
participated in this reply. 


Briefly the draft of the bill says the Board 
of Registration for Architects will be ad- 
visory only, and the Department of licensing 
and Regulation shall: 


I. Issue licenses and renewals. (This is 
now a Board function). 


2. Grant waivers from compliance with licen- 
sure requirements. (This is new and permits 
the Director to grant a license to practice 
Architecture without candidate having tak 
an exam or had required experience if can- 
didate can prove to the Director (not the 
Board) that he is otherwise qualified). 


3, Impose penalties for violation of the act 
or rules. (This is new and permits the 
Director, not the Board, to renew a license 
on a limited basis to practice in a limited 
field and/or in a limited geographic area, 
Penalty would also be dollar amounts. 


4, Determine entrance exams and grading. 
(This is now done by the Board as a member 
Board of NCARB). This could prevent licen- 
sure of Michigan Architects in other states 
by receprocity. 


5. Provide requirements for continuing ed- 
ucation for relicensure. 


6. Director shall appoint all Board members 
with help and consent of Senate (Members are 
now appointed by Governor). 


The Board of Registration for Architects feels 
many of the provisions in the draft legislation 
would tend to create an awesome bureaucracy 

in government with very tittle professional 
control or checks and balance and is there- 
fore not in the public interest. 


This report is intended as an alert to the 
profession in Michigan and the need for MSA 
to become active in this legislation now,

Board Members: 


As you probably ascertained from the letter- 
head and title under my siqnature, | am one 

of those members of the American Institute 

of Architects who Jay Pettitt referred to in 
his statement before the annual meeting of 

the Detroit Chapter AIA on Wednesday, November 
16, 1977. | strongly object to the position 
of what was referred to as "the loyal op- 
position" and wish to make my opinion know 

to the Board and the entire membership. 


As | understood Mr. Pettitt's statement, he 
was criticizing the nominating committee for 
the names placed on the ballot for election 
of officers of the Detroit Chapter. His 
chief objection was that a number of the 
candidates, although architects, did not work 
for architectural firms and therefore, did 
not represent the interests of architectural 
practice. 


First, let me congratulate the Board and the 
nominatina committee for the foresight and 
courage in attempting to open up the Detroit 
Chapter to the ever broadening role and op- 
portunities of today's architect. | believe 
that fewer and fewer of the young architects 
will choose to limit themselves to the tra- 
ditional practice of architecture but will 
Instead seek opportunities which will allow 
them to more directly influence day-to-day 
architecture, 


In response to Mr. Pettitt, the last time 
checked the name of the organization it was 
the American Institute of Architects, not 
Architectural Practice. | thought the pur- 
pose was to provide a forum for the discus- 
sion and advancement of architecture (in all 
its many forms) by architects. Granted, 

the practice of architecture by architectural 
consultants is one means to this end but if 
It Is the only means by which architecture 

is to be influenced and good architecture 
achieved, then, In my opinion, the end will 
never be reached. Architects have too long 
felt themselves the experts in their field, 
always first to be sought out for their 
advice when It is needed, 
Letter To The Editor...

strongly suggest absentee ballots on these 
issues at the next convention In order to 
allow all members to vote). 


4. If all else fails, change the name of the 
organization to the American Association of 
Architectural Practitioners and establish a 
new organization entitled the American 
Institute of Architecture.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Fee Schedule 


Improving the architects' fee schedule for 
state construction, our major project for 
this year, has proven even more difficult 
than we had thought. Literally hundreds 

of hours have been consumed in meetings 

and negotiations with the Division of 
Management and Budget, with the Joint 
Committee on Capital Outlay, and with re- 
search conducted by the MSA and DMB. The 
compromise reached, although still under 
fire from some members of JCOC, is scheduled 
for final approval by the State Administrative 
Board at its next meeting January 3. Budget 
Director Gerald Miller, who has been very 
helpful throughout this entire process, has 
taken a toughout this entire process, has 
taken a tough position against any further 
changes and is committed to a recommendation 
that the Administrative Board adopt the 
schedule as is. Consulting engineers would 
also be beneficiaries of this improved fee 
schedule. 


Recodification 


A special committee of the legislature, 
chaired by Representative Gary Owen, is at 
work on a plan to codify the statutes which 
regulate the some 38 professionals under 
jurisdiction of the Department of Licensing 
and Regulation. We are holding a series 

of meetings with key persons on the committee 
and in L&R to make sure that in any such re- 
codification the interests of the design 
professionals are protected. As a result 

of our input into these discussions, and at 
our request, the Committee, by late January 
will have developed a general outline of the 
proposed legislation so we can clear up any 
remaining problems before the bill is formally 
drafted. 


SB. It 


This bill, which would amend the statute of 
limitations for architects and engineers by 
making It less restrictive, Is under attack 
by the Michigan Bar Association, which wants 
to extend the limitations to one year after 
a defect has been discovered "or should have 
been discovered". We were responding to a 
Supreme Court decision in another state 
which fuund a similar statute to be too re- 
strictive. The Bar Association is respond- 
ing to a Supreme Court decision (involving 
the medical profession) which says, in ef- 
fect, that a person cannot be deprived of 

a right that he doesn't know he has. 


The question now is whether to stay with 

our present statute, which has not been 
challenged in the Michigan Supreme Court, 

or run the risk of an MBA amendment that 
might leave us worse off than we are at 
present. This is a policy decision that we 
will seek in January from a combined meeting 
of architects and engineers. We will also 
be exploring other alternatives. 


MSA/CEC 


Through the leadership of Paul Bowers, AIA, 
and others, the Michigan Society of Architects 
and the Consulting Engineers Council have now 
joined forces in the legislative efforts. 
Because we will now be representing both 
groups, and additional PAC fund money will be 
available, the joint legislative effort can 

be more effective and problems of the design 
professionals can be brought into even sharper 
focus. There will be some differences, but 
for the most part, objectives of the two 
groups are similar. The combination will 
result in cost savings, which will benefit 
both entities,
